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NOTE 


The late H. Buxton Forman lived in a world of books, and — to 
quote from his own writings — “the world of books is still, of all 
worlds in which an artist is privileged to live, the most ‘living 
world.’ ” Very little is publicly known of Mr. Forman, but he 
must have collected books from his early youth. As far back as 
1869 Robert Browning presented him with one of his volumes, and 
as early as 1876 he came to know William Morris. There is a 
pretty story of Mr. Forman and William Morris told by Mr. For- 
man in his essay “The Life Poetic as Lived by William Morris.” 
About the time of the founding of the Kelmscott Press, an ardent 
admirer of Morris’ writings called on him and mentioned that he 
knew of a man named Buxton Forman who had for years been 
forming a Morris collection and who made a point of buying what- 
ever the poet might put forth. Morris, without revealing his inti- 
mate friendship with Mr. Forman, replied, “Useful kind of a man, 
that!” It was not Mr. Forman’s ambition to be a great writer, 
but rather to be a “useful kind of a man” to those who were great 
writers. His telling of this little story about himself is surely an 
autobiography in miniature. 

The name of H. Buxton Forman will always be associated with 
those of Keats and Shelley and his monumental editions of the 
works of these authors will be consulted for all time. In the course 
of his studies of these great authors, he naturally acquired manu- 
scripts, first editions, autograph letters and association copies of 
their works. His Shelley collection could hardly be equalled for 
completeness and association interest. But his library contains 
many other rare books and manuscripts. Because he was the great 
friend of many of the authors of his time, Mr. Forman acquired 
many other great treasures. His friend, Richard Hengist Horne, 
who was the friend in England of Edgar Allen Poe, gave Mr. 
Forman the manuscript of “The Spectacles” which he had re- 
ceived as a gift from Poe. From Whitman he received a precious 
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little “Hospital Note Book” full of the names of the wounded and 
their needs which he supplied. 

But all the items in Mr. Forman’s “world of books” which are 
here catalogued and offered for sale, speak for themselves and of 
the spirit of their departed owner.

B. A. Potts, and the presentation letter accompanies the plates. 

A complete and pebfect copy is excessively rare. The specimen 
exhibited at the Grolier Club in 1905 lacked the title; the Locker-Lampson 
copy lacked plate V. 

The present collection consists of The Frontispiece; The Argument; 
I. Man cannot naturally Perceive ; V. Man ’s desires are limited ; VL

What immediately follows 
explains why the poem was not published, and also proves how narrow 
an escape it had from utter destruction. “ ‘7 shall print no more,’ ” he 
said. “ ' When 1 am commanded by the spirits, then I write; and the mo- 
ment 1 have written I see the words fly about the room in all directions. 
It is then published. The spirits can read and my MS. is of no further 
use. I have been tempted to bum my MSS. but my wife won’t let me.' ” 

There are about 200 lines in the poem, which is neatly written and 
with few changes.

Mite Poole’s iU health than for my failure in sending proofs tho I am 
sorry that I cannot send before Saturday’s Coach. Engraving is Eternal 
work, the two plates are almost finished.. You will receive proofs of 
them for Lady Hesketh, whose copy of Cowpers letters ought to be printed 
in letters of Cold and ornamented with Jewels of Heaven. . . . I curse 
and bless engraving alternately because it takes so much time and is so 
untractable, tho capable of such beauty and perfection,” etc.

On the same subject as the preceding, he writes: “I did not receive 

your Letter till Monday; of course could not have got them printed to 
send by tuesdays Coach.

The first one is signed “C. Bell, the second 
“Gurrer Bell,” the third “C. B., ” the fourth C. Bronte, and the last 
has the very rare signature of her brief married life, “C. B. Nicholls.” 

The first two letters were written to W. S. Williams, of the firm of 
Smith, Elder & Co., who supposed the writer was a man. The earlier 
one, dated Oct. 21, 1847, is in relation to the second edition of “Jane 
Eyre,” for which she had been writing a preface in which she eulogizes 
Thackeray. It begins: ‘‘I am, for my own part, dissatisfied with the 
preface 1 sent. I fear it savours of flippancy. If you see no objection, 
I should prefer substituting the enclosed. It is rather more lengthy, but 
if expresses something I have long wished to express. . . . You are not 
far wrong in your judgment respecting ‘ Wuthcring Heights’ 4' ‘Agnes 
Grey.’ Ellis has a strong, original mind, full of strange though sombre 
power: when he writes poetry that power speaks in language at once con- 
densed, elaborate, and refined — but in prose he breaks forth in scenes 
more than they attract. Ellis will improve, however, because he knows 
his defects,” etc. In the second letter, dated Feb. 1848, she writes: “As 
to my next book — I suppose it will grow to maturity in time, as grass 
grows or com ripens; but I oannot force it, it makes slow progress so 
far.”

tion was perhaps increased by the intoxicating gaities of a watering 
place. Ramsgate, where we then were and where / commenced my poem 
The Battle of Marathon, now in print. If hen we came home one 
day, after having written a page of poetry which I considered models of 
beauty, I ran down to the library to seek Pope's Homer in order to com- 
pare them that I might enjoy my own superiority. I can never think of 
this instance of the intoxication of vanity without smiling at my childish 
folly 4' rediculous vanity.” 

Surely nothing so interesting relating to this great English writer has 
been offered for sale heretofore. The manuscript is enclosed in a wrap- 
per endorsed by Robert Browning: “Her own life & character to her 
15th year.”

Mr. Browning knows thor- 
oughly what a poet’s true work is — he is learned, not only in profane 
learning, but in the conduct of his genius — he is original in common 
things— his very obscurities have an oracular nobleness about them which 
pleases me — his passion bums the paper.” Most of the letters are long 
— one of them having 19 pages — and all of the contemporary men ana 
women of letters are touched upon in most interesting ways.

These most important letters are largely about Shelley ’s “The Cenei,’’ 
of which Browning writes in July, 1876: “Is it any contribution to ‘all 
connected with Shelley’ if I mention that my ‘Book’ (‘The King and 
the Book') has a reference to the reason given by Farinacei, the advo- 
cate of the Cend, of his failure in the defence of Beatrice? . . . That is, 
she was expected to avow the main outrage, and did not; in conformity 
with her words ‘ That which l ought to confess, that will l confess; that 
to which I ought to assent, to that will I assent; and that which I ought 
to deny, that will 1 deny.’ ’’ In his next letter we find: “I have no 
objection whatever to your moling what use of my poem you please, if 
you really prefer ‘my otm words’ to a paraphrase. I got the facts from 
a contemporary account I found in a M.8. volume containing the ' K ela- 
tion’ of the Cenei affair — with other memorials of Italian crime — lent 
me by Sir J. Simeon, — who published the Cenei narrative, with notes, in 
a series of the Philobibton Society. It was a better copy of the ‘Rela- 
tion’ than that used by Shelley.’’ 
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The other letters contain much of Shelley interest, and references to 
Keats, Leigh Hunt, Tennyson, a lock of the hair of John Milton, given 
him by Hunt, Gladstone, the bust of Keats by llaydon in his possession, 
and similar interesting subjects.

The first letter reads: “I am sorry to say, that your letter this 
moment received is written in a style the very opposite of conciliation, 
so that, if J were to answer it in the same style, we should be involved 
in a controversy of inextinguishable bitterness. As long as understanding 
and sentiment shall exist in this form, I shall neer cease from my dis- 
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approbation of that act of yours [the elopement with Mary], which I 
regard as the great calamity of my life.” Evidently Godwin con- 
sidered the only balm for his broken heart was money, for in the second 
letter he writes, after a preamble in which he expresses his sentiment* 
of disapproval again; ‘‘To business then. Every thing of that kind 
contained in your letter is perfectly satisfactory, with a single excep- 
tion. ... I hesitate at your suggestion of putting the question into the 
hands of Longdill,” etc. This refers to a proposition to give him an 
annuity.

GEORGE KEATS TO HIS BROTHER, THE POET, AND TO 

OTHERS 

380. KEATS (GEORGE). 18 Autograph Letters, Signed, of 
George Keats, the favorite brother of the Poet.

The first three letters are to his brother John, and the first has inter- 
esting references to “ Endymion. ” He writes: “I have repeatedly 
called on Taylor <f- Hesse, y and have never found them at home, or you 
should long since have known the progress of your book. Brown has 
1 understand written to you and given you the pleasant information 
that the printer’s are in immediate want of the Fourth book and preface. 
By the time you have received this I have no doubt but T. will 

have reeeied them.” 

George married and Emigrated to America in 1820. The next two 
are dated from Louisville, and one passage reads: “ If we meet a safe 

opportunity for England we will send Miss Brawn an India Crape dress 
or merino shawl or something scarce with you but cheap with tie. She 
has our thanks for her kindness during your illness. The other letters 
were written after the death of Keats, although the one dated March 
3, 1821, in ignorance of that sad event, comments on his health: “ I am 
obliged for yours of Dec. tlst, informing me that my Brother is in, 
Borne, and that he is better.”. .The later letters are full of loving 
references to John, and contain much of interest in relation to his life 
in Kentucky.

Dumfries, July 2nd [1818] 

This letter was written to his sister Fanny, who was at that time 
15 years of age, while he was on a tramp through Scotland and Northern 
England. The early part of the letter tells of their experiences. ‘‘Mr. 
Abbey says we are Don Quixotes — tell him we are more generally taken 
for Pedlars. All I hope is that we may not be taken for excisemen in 
this whiskey country. . . . Yesterday we visited Burns’s Tomb and this 
morning the fine ruins of Lincluden. ... We are in the midst of Meg 
Merrilies’ country of whom I suppose you have heard.” 

“ Old Meg she was a Gipsy, 

And liv’d upon the Moors: 

Her bed it was the brown heath turf, 

And her house was out of doors. 

Her apples were swart blackberries. 

Her currants pods o’ broom; 

Her wine was dew of the wild white rose 
Her book a churchyard tomb.” 

This poem on Sir Walter Scott’s character in “Guy Mannering” con- 
tains 7 stanzas, after which the letter continues: ‘‘If you like these sort 
of ballads I will now and then scribble one for you. . . . since I scribbled 
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the song we have walked through a beautiful Country to Kirkcudbright 
— at which place I will write you a song about myself.” 

‘‘There was a naughty boy, 

A naughty boy was he, 

He would not stop at home, 

He could not quiet be.” 

There are 320 lines of this sort, after which he tells of hig enormous 
appetite and bis intention of passing “into Ireland and have a chat 
with the Paddies, and look at the Giant’s Causeway,” and mentions the 
other places he intends visiting.

Mention is made of a journal letter to his brother 
George, who had emigrated to America, and to a clergyman, of whom 
he says: ‘‘Is he a nice clergyman t — a great deal depends on a cock'd 
hat and po’eder-not gunpowder, Lord love us, but lady-meal, violet- 
smooth, dainty-scented, lilly-white, feather-soft, wigsby-dressing, coat- 
collar -spoiling , whisker-reaching, pig-tail-loving, swans-down-puffing, 
parson-sweetening powder. . . . O there is nothing like fine weather, and 
health, and Books, and a fine country, and a contented Mind, and diligent 
habit of reading and thinking, and an amulet against the ennui — and, 
please heaven, a little claret trine cool out of a cellar miles deep — with 
a few or a good many ratafia cakes — a rocky basin to bathe in, a straw- 
berry bed to say your prayers to Flora in, a pad nag to go you ten miles 
or so; two or three sensible people to chat with; two or three spiteful 
folkes to spar with, two or three odd fish to laugh at and two or three 
numbskulls to argue with — instead of using dumb bells on a rainy day.” 

‘ ‘ Two or three Posies 
With two or three simples 
Two or three noses 
With two or three pimples — 

Two or three wise men 
And two or three ninny’s — 

Two or three purses 

And two or three guineas,” etc. 

There are 28 lines of this humorous doggerel and ‘‘Good bye, I’ve an 
appointment, can’t stop, ’pon word good bye now don’t rap — open the 
door myself g-o-o-d bye see ye Monday.”

These letters and notes in the handwriting of Dante Gabriel Rossetti 
are of particular literary importance for the reason that the larger part 
of them are in relation to Keats and his poetry. Evidently they were 
written at the time when Forman was preparing his edition of the Works 
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of Keats, for the 9 letters and one post-card written in the year 1881 
are practically all on that subject. In the epistle of April 23rd Bossetti 
writes: “I remember setting eyet in my earliest days on the paper you 
sent me, 4' doubtless came to the conclusion that it must be by Keats, 
though it had for me no such charm as attached to the wondrous ‘Bette 
Dame sans Mern, ’ also published in the Indicator with signature ‘Cavi- 
are.’ . . . But 1 can well understand Keats’s rejecting this passage, 
since, though replete with a general luscious beauty, it is quite without 
such supreme value in imaginative treatment as ( despite some Cockney 
syllabification) distinguishes the passage which 1 suppose to have pre- 
ceded it.” In his letter of May 30th of the same year there is a fine 
criticism of Keats’ poem “Meg Merriles, ” of which he writes: ‘‘In 

A Idine Keats (p. 214) i* the lyric in question properly called ‘Meg Mer- 
riles’! 1 think it a pity to tack it on to the novel. It appeared orig- 
inally (as an unpub ’d poem by K.) in Hood's Magazine, <f- teas there 
(I am well nigh sure) called ‘Old Meg,' which answers much better. In 
the letter of Keats’s where it occurs it has no title. [See $381 in this 
catalogue. 

The other letters to Mr. Forman are mostly of equal interest, as they 
are filled with the same delightful literary quality, and information.

LAST LETTER OF HARRIET SHELLEY 

615. SHELLEY (HARRIET). Autograph Letter, signed 
“the unfortunate Harriet S.” Written to her Sister immediately 
preceding her suicide. Dated “Sat Eve.” [December, 1816]. 

Harriet was abandoned by Shelley in 1914, when ho left England with 
Mary Godwin and Claire. The circumstances immediately leading up to 
her suicide are obscure, but it is certain that Shelley had no share in 
them. He had made a settlement of money on her in 1815, at the time 
his father attained the Baronetcy and came to terms with him, so far as 
money was concerned. 

Harriet’s body was taken from the Serpentine on December 12th, 1816, 
and the above letter must have been written shortly before. It shows 
evidences of her great mental stress. 

"My dearest and much belo’d Sister. When you read this letter I 
shall be [no] more an inhabitant of this miserable world. Do not regret 
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the loss of one who could never be anything but a source of vexation and 
misery to you all belonging to me. Too wretched to exert myself, low- 
ered in the opinion of everyone, why should I drag on a miserable ex- 
istence embittered by past recollections and not one ray of hope to rest 
on for the future. . . . I have not written to Shelley. Oh no what 
would it avail, my wishes or my prayers would not be attended to by him 
and yet should he see this perhaps he might grant my last request to 
let lanthe [their daughter] remain with you always, dear lovely child, 
with you she will enjoy much happiness with him none. 

My dear Bysshe let me conjure you by the remembrance of our days 
of happiness to grant my last will do not take your innocent child from 
Klica who has been more than I have, who has watched over her with 
such unceasing care. Do not refuse my last request. I never could refuse 
you and if you had never left me I might have lived but as it is l 
freely forgive you and may you enjoy that happiness which you have 
deprived me of. There is your beautiful boy. Oh! be careful of him 
and his love may prove one day a rich reward. . . . God bless you all is 
the last prayer of the unfortunate Harriet S.” 

With the letter in a letter and copy of a notice in “The Times” of 
Thursday, December 12, 1816, regarding the suicide.

country has terminated the war in Italy. . . . The Catholic Emancipa- 
tion has passed the second reading by a majority of 11 on 497.

that the trees upon the letter you sent to Mary are my manufacture —

This Prince later became distinguished as the foremost statesman of 
the Greek Revolution.

Very few are fully dated, but many 
of the original envelopes are with them, post-marked. 

These letters from Mary Shelley to her step-sister, “Claire,” form 
one of the most fascinating correspondences in English literature. They 
were all written after the death of 8helley, but are full of most in- 
teresting references to current affairs, literary acquaintances, the settle- 
ment of the Shelley estate, her son Percy, and other matters. In a 
letter written in 1842 Bhe writes: “Charles Pickens has come home in 
a state of violent dislike of the Americans and means to condemn them 
in his next work — he says they are so frightfully dishonest I am 
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sorry for this — he has never travelled and will write with all that initia- 
tive inexperienced travellers are apt to feel — such as I felt in Germany 
— and I do dislike the Germans and never wish to visit Germany again 
— but I would not put this in print, for the surface is all I know and 
that does not deserve commemoration and vituperation. He is very 
angry because they refuse to make a law of international copyright — a 
law that would make his fortune — and his vehement seeking for it when 
in America Washington Irving says will retard its being passed for ten 
more years.” In 1849 her brother proposed emigrating to California, 
of which she writes: “I differ so entirely with you about Will’s going 
to California that I scarcely know what to say. You say that there is 
plenty of gold, so no need of law — but there is (as we are told) a defi- 
ciency of food — all is scramble — a scramble for actual food and life— 
with Americans — savage, lawless, brutal, and without check — how could 
gentle Willy fight with them? I may be mistaken, but such is the 
picture represented in the papers — and it seems likely — A general rush 
to a wild country — all picking gold — how to get food is the difficulty — ■ 
vessels have been sent with cargoes but all the sailors desert — troops 
have been sent — soldiers — officers — general — all desert to pick gold, ’ ’ 
etc. 

These specimens will show the eminent good sense and sound judgment 
of this remarkable woman; and the great interest of the letters.

4to, A.L.S. from Shelley to 
Graham referring to the work: “The part of the Epithalamium which 
you mention (i.e., from the end of Satan’s triumph) is the production 
of a friend’s mistress; it had been concluded there, but she thought it 
abrupt and added this; it is omitted in numbers of the copies, — that 
which I sent to my Mother of course did not contain it,’’ etc. 

There is a MS. note by Mr. Forman and also one by Thomas J. 
Arnold from whom he secured the copy. Mrs. Arnold was a daughter 
of Ilogg, and the signature “J. Hogg” (Jane Hogg) appears on the 
title-page.

“I am composing a satirical poem; I shall print it at Oxford unless 
I find on visiting him, that R. is ripe for printing whatever will sell.” 

Shelley first met Hunt during the early days of “The Examiner.” He 
had brought to Mr. Hunter a manuscript poem which proved by no 
means suited to that publisher, and Mr. Hunter sent Shelley to Hunt. 
This was about March, 1811. Hunt also declined to publish the poem. 

In a letter about this time, to Graham (formerly in the Locker-Larap- 
son collection), Shelley appeals to him for help, presumably, to get a 
poem in praise of the Royal Family published; and one knows that no 
such praise from Shelley would be other than ironical. He signs this 
latter ‘ * Philobasileus, ’ ’ 

Concerning the present item: At the back of the title-page is the 
imprint “ HameHn and Seyfang, Printers, Queen Street, Cheapside.” 
This firm was represented by Seyfang only in later years; and C. F. 
Seyfang was the printer of “Oedipus Tyrannus. ” 

There is a resemblance between “Philopatria Jun.” and “Philo-

Careful examination has discovered so many points of contact

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rections in his hand in the first portion of the volume, but not so many 
as in the latter part, which he was bevisino, for ' ‘ The Daemon of the 
World.” 

On the blank half portion of page 29, are drawn four ‘‘grotesques” 
scrawled with a pen and ink between some fresh lines of verse. On the 
back cover are rude sketches, one representing a pool of tranquil water 
surrounded by rocks — a good haunt wherein to write poetry. 

On the inside of the front cover Shelley has written in pencil ‘‘The 
Queen of the Universe’' and beneath it ‘‘The Metre Pastor Fido. ” This 
is interesting as hinting that the volume was actually in use by Shelley 
in getting out the ‘‘Alastor” volume. 

Another interesting feature of this copy is a sum done in pencil on 
the fly-leaf to the Notes, but even so small a matter as a sum in simple 
multiplication may be psychologically interesting. The one in question 
is a multiplication of 122x21 and the correct result is duly arrived at. 
Shelley evidently wanted to know how many thousand lines Queen Mab 
contained, and his method of approaching that knowledge was charac- 
teristically inexact. 

It is well known that Shelley was in the habit of removing the title- 
page, the Dedication to Harriet, and the imprint at the end of the volume, 
and all three of these mutilations occur in the prosent volume. 

It is well nioh impossible to sugokst the preciousness and rarity 
OP this volume; so highly was it esteemed by Mr. Forman, that ho 
refused £1,000 for this and his “Laon and Uythna” less than nine 
years ago. 

For a long account of this copy, see Mr. Forman’s bibliography of 
Shelley. 

A number of letters relating to this and another copy of “Queen 
Mab” are laid in the box.

When 
we disembarked, we found his horses waiting for us, and we rode along 
the sands of the sea, talking.” The poem begins: 

“I rode one evening with Count Maddalo 
Upon the bank of land which breaks the flow 
Of Adria towards Venice: a bare strand 
Of hillocks, heaped with ever-shifting sand.” 

The manuscript was sent to Leigh Hunt to be forwarded to Oilier for 
publication. In the letter which accompanied it he says: “I do not 
particularly wish this poem to be known as mine; but, at all events, 
I would not put my name on it.” The text is the same as that printed 
in the collected works, except for some punctuation and the correction 
of a few misakes in spelling. There are 617 lines, divided into staneas 
of unequal length.

The answer was ready; In the 
progress of conversation I asked Long dill how soon he thought Whit ton 
would be ready. . . . he said that the production of the infant had al- 
ready procrastinated the proceedings much to the displeasure of Sir 
Timothy, ” etc.

“The ceremony so magical in its effects was undergone this morning 
at St. Mildred’s Church in the City. Mrs. G. and G. were both present 
and appeared to feel no little satisfaction. Indeed Godwin throughout 
has shown the most polished and cautious attention to me and Mary. 
— He seems to think no kindness too great in compensation for what has 
past. — I confess I am not entirely deceived by this; tho’ I cannot make 
my vanity wholly insensible to certain attentions paid in a manner stu- 
diously flattering. — Mrs. G. presents herself to me in her real attributes 
of affectation prejudice and heartless pride. Towards her, I confess 
I never feel an emotion of anything but antipathy.” In reference to 
her liaison with Byron, he writes: ' ‘ Very few inquiries have been made 
of you, and those not of a nature to shew that their suspicions have 
been alarmed. Indeed, all is safe there.” The remainder of the letter 
mentions a check sent to [Charles] Clairmont, the melancholy atmosphere 
of Skinner street, the loss of fortune by the Barters, and the fact that 
Mary can’t write because of being with Mrs. Godwin all day. 

Accompanied by a printed copy of the letter, 4 pages, 4to. 

SHELLEY’S LETTER TO CLAIRE CONCERNING HER CHILD, 

ALLEGRA 

707. SHELLEY (PERCY BYSSHE). Autograph Letter, 
signed with initial. 4 pages, 8vo. No date or address. 

This letter to Claire was included with one from Mary Shelley and for 
that reason has no date or subscription. It was, however, written early 
in 1822, at the time when Claire made her last attempt to secure posses- 
sion of her child, whom Byron had placed in a wretched convent at 
Bagnacavallo, within the fever district. He invites Claire to come to 
them. 

"... But it seems to me far better, on every account that you should 
resolve on this and tranquiUee yourself among friends. I shall certainly 
take our house far from Lord Byron’s although it may be impossible 
suddenly to put an end to his detested intimacy. . . . Mary tells you 
that Lord Byron is obstinate <f awake about AUegra. My great object 
had been to lull him into security until circumstances might call him 
to England. But the idea of contending with him in Italy <f defended 
by his enormous fortune is tain. — I was endeavoring to induce him to

place AUegra in the institution at Lucca, but his jealousy of my regard 
for your interests will, since a conversation I had with him the other day, 
render him inaccessible to my suggestions." A few day* after this 
letter waa written Allegra died of the fever. 

SHELLEY WRITES TO LEIGH HUNT ABOUT “THE CENCI" 

708. SHELLEY (PERCY BYSSHE). Autograph Letter, with 
postscript by Mary Shelley. 4 pages, 4to. Pisa, May 1, 1820. 
The address is on the last leaf, surrounded by Mrs. Shelley’s note. 
Repaired in fold. 

In reference to Leigh Hunt's criticism of “The Cenei, ” Shelley 
writes: “7 received your welcome letter, and the most welcome praises 
of my book which it contained. 7 confess I did not expect it to be so 
successful with you, or with anyone, although it was written with a cer- 
tain view to popularity, a view to which I sacrificed my own peculiar 
notions in a certain sort by treating of any subject, the basis of which 
is moral error. That you and that a few chosen judges should approve 
of if u however the chief aim of my ambition, and outweighs the censure 
■ of a whole theatre of others. I shall be anxious to see the passage in. 
the ‘ Examiner ’ about my book, but I confess that I derive a more sincere 
satisfaction from your private opinion, when I know that no friendship 
could induce you to soften any disapprobation you might feel." 

In the privately printed edition of the letters of Shelley to Leigh 
Hunt, in which the above letter was printed, Mr. Wise, the editor, does 
not give the part in which Shelley writes of his publisher: ‘‘As to Ollier 
I am afraid his demerits are very heavy. ... 7 am afraid that I to a 
certain degree am in his power; there being no other bookseller upon 
whom 1 can depend for publishing any of my works, though if by any 
chance they should become popular, he would be as tame as a lamb. . . . 
perhaps we ought to regard an honest bookseller, or an honest seller of 
anything else, in the present state of human affairs, as a kind of Jesus 
Christ. The system of society as it exists of present must be overthrown 
from the foundations," etc. 

SHELLEY REFUSES TO PAY GODWIN’S DEBTS 

709. SHELLEY (PERCY BYSSHE). Autograph Letter. 4 
pages, Pisa, Aug. 7, 1820. 

To William Godwin, the father of Mary, who had been bleeding 
Shelley for large amounts of money ever since her flight with the poet. 
The letter has no ending, but the quotations in Dowden 's Life of 
. Shelley stop at the same point. This may have been a first draft. 

Godwin, whose affairs in Skinner Street had reached a crisis, appealed 
as usual to Shelley, saying that with 400 pounds he could affect a 
compromise with his creditors. In this letter Shelley states that his 
own financial condition and his duty to Mary prevent him from further 
aid at tho time. 

“7 have given you within a few years the amount of a considerable 
fortune, Sr have destituted myself, for the purposes of realising it, of 
nearly four times the amount. Except for the ‘good will’ which this 
transaction seems to have conferred on you & me, this money, for any 
advantage that it ever conferred on you, might as well have been thrown 
into the sea. Had 7 kept in my own hands this £ 4 or C5,000 S' adminis- 
tered it in trust for your permanemt advantage 7 should have been indeed 
' your benefactor. The error however was greater in the man of mature 
years, extensive experince S penetrating intellect than in the crude S' 
1 impetuous boy. Such an error is seldom committed twice." 

< He denies having made a promise to pay £500 and states that It would 
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do Godwin little good in straightening out his muddled affairs, and 
continues: " Mary is now giving such to her infant, in whole life, after 
the frightful events of the last two years, her own seems wholly to be 
bound up. Tour letters, from their style if spirit ( such is your erroneous 
notion of taste) never fail to produce an appalling effect on her frame. 
On one occasion agitation of mind produced through her a disorder in 
the child similar to that which destroyed our little girl two years ago,” 
etc. 

LETTER FROM SHELLEY TO CLAIRE, MENTIONING KEATS 

710. SHELLEY (PERCY BYSSHE). Autograph Letter, 
signed with initials. 7 pages, 4to. [Pisa] “Sunday.” With ad- 
dress on outer sheet, to Miss Clairmont, Florence. 

‘‘My dearest friend. . . . Tour predilection for Germany, German 
literature and manners, and for an attempt at forming some connections 
there, still continues. . . . Tou are indeed Germanising very fast, and 
the remark you made of the distinction between the manner in which 
mind is expressed upon the psysiognomy or the entire figure of the 
Italian or the Austrian is in the choicest style of the criticism of pure 
reason. . . . There is a great deal of truth in it: of truth surrounded 
and limited by so many exceptions, as entirely to destroy its being, as 
a practical law of pathognomy — I hope you will find Germany and the 
Germans answer your expectations. I have had no opportunity of form- 
ing an idea of them — their Philosophy as far as I understand it, con- 
templates only the silver side of the shield of truth: better in this 
respect than the French, which only saw the narrow edge of it.” There 
follows a most interesting defence of the Neopolitang and their courage. 
‘‘As to the Austrians I doubt not they are strong men, well disciplined, 
obeying the master motion like the wheels of a perfect engine. . . . but 
all these things, if the spirit of Regeneration is abroad are chaff before 
the storm, the very elements and events will fight against them, indig- 
nation and shameful repulse will bum after them to the vallies of the 
Alps,” etc. In a postscript he writes: “ Keats is very ill at Naples — 
I have written to him to ask him to come to Pisa, without however in- 
viting him into our own house. We are not rich enough for that sort 
of thing.” A printed copy of the letter accompanies it. 8pp. 4to. 

SHELLEY TELLS OF WRITING “ADONAIS” 

711. SHELLEY (PERCY BYSSHE). Autograph Letter, 
signed with initial. 4 pages, 4to. Pisa, June 8, 1821. To Claire, 
with address on the last sheet. 

He tells of the disregard of the orders transmitted to Peacock, the 
gale of his furniture, and his health, of which he writes: ‘‘I always tell 
you 1 am better, yet I am never well. I have a great desire in- 
terest to live, 4 1 would submit to any inconvenience to attain that 
object. I take all sorts of care of myself, but it appears to make no 
difference. Anything that prevents me from thinking does me good. 
Reading does not occupy me enough; the only relief I find springs 
from the composition of poetry, which necessitates contemplations that 
lift me above the stormy mist of sensations which is my habitual place 
of abode. I have lately been composing a poem on kbats: it is better 
than any thing that / have yet written 4r worthy both of him 4' of me.” 

Keats died on February 23, 1821, and Shelley did not hear of his 
demise for more than a month. Deep personal affection for Keats 
he had never felt, but he believed his untimely death to have been due 
to unmerited literary persecution, and this moved him to both anger and 
sorrow, as he felt that they had both suffered in the same cause. 
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712. SHELLEY (PERCY BYSSHE). Autograph Note in the 
third person, 1 page, 12mo, 41 Skinner Street, Snow Hill. Ad- 
dressed to Mr. Pike, Gate Street, Lincolns Inn; not dated. With 
fine impression of his seal, in red wax. 

“Mr. Shelley requests that Mr. Pike would give the Bearer the copy 
of the Settlement in his possession. Mr. S. will return it in the course 
of the week.” Probably relates to his financial difficulties. 

PORTION OF MANUSCRIPT OF “LAON AND CYTHNA” 

713. SHELLEY (PERCY BYSSHE). Pour Pages of the Origi- 
nal Manuscript of Shelley’s “Laon and Cythna,” containing the 
24th to 29th stanzas, inclusive, of the Ninth Canto, written on 
two sheets of paper of small quarto size. 

In the preface to the above work Shelley writes: “It is an experiment 
on the temper of the public mind, as to how far a thirst for a happier 
condition of moral and political society survives . . . the tempests of 
which have shaken the age in which we live.” 

In the light of this exposition of his ideals this fragment may be con- 
sidered one of the flneBt parts of the poem. The 24th stanza reads: 

“The seeds are sleeping in the soil: meanwhile 
The tyrant peoples dungeons with his prey, 

Pdle victims on the guarded scaffold smile 
Because they cannot speak; and, day by day, 

The moon of wasting science wanes away. 

Among her stars, and in that darkness vast 
The sons of earth to their foul Idols pray, 

And grey priests triumph, and like blight or blast 
A shade of selfish care o’er human looks is cast.” 

In the printed text “priests” is spelled with a capital and “idols” 
with a small letter, while in the manuscript the capital is used for 
“idols” and not for “priests.” 

MANUSCRIPT POEM “LETTER TO MARIA GISBOURNE,” IN 
MRS. SHELLEY’S HANDWRITING 

714. SHELLEY (PERCY BYSSHE). Complete Manuscript 
of Shelley’s Poem, in the handwriting of Mary Shelley. 13 pages, 
8vo, dated “Leghorn, June, 1820.” 

This poem was first printed in the “Posthumous Poems,” in 1824, 
but in fragmentary form. Of this piece Mr. Forman says, in the Col- 
lected Edition which he edited: “I should be disposed to rate it as 
second in importance to ‘Julian and Maddalo’ alone of the group 
[Miscellaneous Poems] — that supreme effort 4 The Triumph of Life’ being 
only a glorious fragment. For that reason I retain the Letter among 
the leading posthumous poems,” etc. 

This is the only complete manuscript of the poem known to Forman, 
although Sir Percy possessed a draft in Shelley ’s handwriting. In the 
“Works” he states “This MS. enables me at length to complete the 
poem, which has been gradually built up in one edition after another, 
since its first most partial appearance in 18t4.” 

TWO TRANSLATIONS BY SHELLEY IN HIS WIFE’S 
HANDWRITING 

715. SHELLEY (PERCY BYSSHE), Manuscript of Two 
Translations by Percy Bysshe Shelley. “The Dinner Party Antici-

pated. A Paraphrase of Horace’s Nineteenth Ode, Book the 
Third,” and ‘‘The Magic Horse. Translated from the Italian of 
Cristofano Bronzino.” 4 pages, 12mo, and a transcript in the 
handwriting of Leigh Hunt. 7 pp. 4to. 

These two Translations are in the handwriting of Mary Shelley, and 
were sent to Leigh Hunt, as was the case with all of the work of the 
poet written during his life in Italy. The Horace paraphrase was printed 
in "The Companion” for the 26th of March, 1828, but "The Magic 
Horse” was not printed until its inclusion in the Collected Works, ac- 
cording to Mr. Forman. This second work has a few parts filled in by 
Leigh Hunt, evidently left blank because Shelley felt uncertain as to 
the meaning of the original. 

With the above will be sold a transcript of the Paraphrase of Horace, 
in the handwriting of Leigh Hunt, with an Introduction of 4 pages, 
headed "The Dessert. Introduction. — An Barth upon Heaven.” This 
manuscript is written on 7 small quarto sheets. 

Buxton Forman writes of this in his Collected Edition of the Poot: 
“Following the search further, Mr. Mayer and I discovered Leigh Hunt’s 
own copy of this paraphrase — ‘copy’ that has evidently been used to 
print from . The Ode has there been introduced as the first of o series 
of articles to be called ‘ The Dessert, ’ and to consist of compositions 
'not large enough to stand by themselves,’ ” etc.

This copy of the "Ode to Naples” probably was copied by Mary

717. SHELLEY (PERCY BYSSHE). The Complete Manu- 
script of “The Mask of Anarchy. Written on the Occasion of the 
Massacre at Manchester.” Written on 10 pages of note paper of 
small 8vo size. 

The body of the above manuscript is in the handwriting of Mrs. 
Shelley, but the entire title and a number of passages are in the auto- 
graph of the author, and there are his corrections throughout. Mr. 
Forman states it is his impression that it was dictated by Shelley from 
his rough notes, and when the rhyme did not flow smoothly blank 
spaces were left for him to fill in later. The manuscript was sent to 
Leigh Hunt late in 1819, but it was not published until 1832, although 
Shelley had written it for “The Examiner,” and intended it to appear 
at once. Hunt wrote: “I did not insert it because I thought that the 
public at large had not become sufficiently discerning to do justice to the 
sincerity and kind-heartedness of the spirit that walked in this flaming 
robe of verse.” 

The poem is little in accord with the general conception of Shelley 
as a radical revolutionist, as will be seen from the following quotation: 

‘ * The old laws of England — they 
Whose reverend heads with age are grey, 

Children of a wiser day; 

And whose solemn voice must be 
Thine own echo — Liberty.” 
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ORIGINAL MANUSCRIPT ESSAY BY SHELLEY “THE 
ELYSIAN FIELDS”

dated the 20th of January, 1821, Shelley thus refers to a paper by Arch- 
deacon Bare in Ollier’s Literary Miscellany: ‘I was immeasurably 

amused by the quotation from Schlegel, about the way in which the 

popular faith is destroyed. ... I had written a Lucianie essay to prove 
the same thing! ...” Forman differs fTom Rossetti in thinking this 
is the essay referred to and he believes it is likely that Charles Fox is 
the person from whom the epistle is supposed to have been sent from the 
Elysian Fields — perhaps to the Princess Charlotte. 

A small quotation will show the character of the essay: “Frederic of 
Prussia has lately arrived amongst us, and persists in maintaining that 
‘death is an eternal sleep' to the great discomfiture of Philip the Second 
of Spain; who on the furies refusing to apply the torture, expects the 
roof of Tartarus to fall upon his head and laments that at least in this 
particular instance the doctrine should be false.’ ’

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INTRODUCTION 


I T will be obvious to readers of this catalogue that this is the 
* greatest Collection of the Works of Oscar Wilde that has ever 
been formed. Indeed, it is unlikely that such a complete and im- 
portant collection of manuscripts and books by and relating to 
a single author has ever before been brought together. There are 
original manuscripts, many of them complete, of nearly all of the 
writings of Oscar Wilde; first editions and presentation copies of 
all his published works; long series of autograph letters to the 
men and women intimately identified with his life; letters to him 
from well-known men and women of the period, and a long series 
of books relating to his life and works. It is at once a collector’s 
and a student’s library and contains the material for a detailed 
history of the life and times of Oscar Wilde that has yet to be 
written, not to supersede but as a supplement to that great piece 
of literary portraiture, “Oscar Wilde: His Life and Confessions” 
by Frank Harris. It was the owner’s intention to publish a 
series of volumes founded on this Collection and it is because the 
pressure of other interests made this impossible that he decided 
to offer it for sale. 

It is, of course, impossible to predict the position of Oscar Wilde 
in the literary history of the future, but there can hardly be any 
question about the increasing interest in his life and works. Only 
a few months ago, Mr. A. Edward Newton wrote in The Amenities 
of Book Collecting: “There is no halt in the constantly advancing 
value of first editions of Oscar Wilde,” and in this month’s issue 
of The Bookman (New' York) there is an article by Arthur 
Symons, “A Jester with Genius,” in which he says — after quoting 
one of the unpublished passages of De Profundis — “In that pas- 
sage, which speaks straight, and has a fine eloquence in its sim- 
plicity, I seem to see the whole man summed up, and the secret 
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of his life revealed. One sees that to him everything was drama, 
all the rest of the world and himself as well ; himself indeed al- 
ways at once the protagonist and the lonely king watching the 
play in the theatre emptied for his pleasure. After reading this 
passage one can understand that to him sin was a crisis in a play, 
and punishment another crisis, and that he was thinking all the 
time of the fifth act and the bow at the fall of the curtain. For 
he was to be the writer of the play as well as the actor and the 
spectator. ‘I treated art,’ he says, ‘as the supreme reality, and 
life as a mere mode of fiction.’ A mode of drama, he should 
have said.”

Elizabeth was engaged in writing 
her poem “The Doves” at this time, and one of the pair of doves is 
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supposed to have sent this poem to the canary. Tn a folded bit of paper 
there are two feathers and an inscription by the author, “With Mrs. 
Dove’s love to Mrs. Canary if- in token of friendship.’’ 

The last sheet of the manuscript is considerably worn in the folds, as 
if it had been handled many times, and this contains the unpublished 
part of the poem, which is in the naturo of a postscript. The main 
poem is signed “Dove” and beneath is a line in prose reading “But my 
dear Dove you have said nothing about your five nests.” This is signed 
with Elizabeth ’s nick name ‘ 1 Ba, ' ’ and is followed by the remainder of 
the poem. 

This is not merely a juvenile effusion, but a very well constructed and 
amusing sketch in verse.

T HE widespread interest and the keen competition shown at the 
disposal of Part One of this collection of Books on California 
and the Far West, emphasized the growing recognition of the fact 
that material of this character is becoming increasingly difficult to 
secure, and has, indeed, in many cases already passed entirely from 
view. 

Of the several epochs in American History, none is so fascinat-

Honor to the Soldier and Sailor everywhere who bravelv bears his country 's 
cause. Honor also to the citizen who cares for his brother in the field, and 
serves, as best he can, the same cause. Honor to him — only less than to 
him who braves for the common good, the storms of heaven and the storms 
of battle,’’ etc. 

Accompanying the letter is an A. L. S. of Mayor Opdyke of New York, 
Dec. 3, 1863, presenting the letter to the ladies charged with the manage- 
ment of a fair at Jersey City for the relief of soldiers. 

It will be noted that partly owing to illness Mr. Lincoln could not go to 
Cooper Union and that is the reason, doubtless, why he dictated this letter 
instead of going through the manual labor of writing it.

For the aid of those who are unable personally to inspect the 
collection here catalogued we make the following remarks : 

This collection of the fast-disappearing little books and pam- 
phlets issued by Beadle and Adams, and relating to American 
pioneer life, character, conditions, exploits, stories, biography and 
history, was assembled through a period of twenty years by Dr. 
Frank P. O’Brien, a well-known Americana collector of New York 
City. During that work he went to thirty states and also visited, 
or corresponded with, all surviving authors of the material who 
could be found. Much valuable information thus acquired by him 
has been incorporated in the appended bibliographical notes. 

Practically all this material has heretofore been unknown to 
those interested in the pioneer life of the country. They may 
have known or heard that it once existed, but they have never 
seen it, either in the auction room, in public or private collections, 
or elsewhere. 

For that reason we have not, in footnotes, described the items as 
“very rare” or “excessively rare,” or “hitherto unknown,” or by 
saying “no other copy has appeared at auction for many years,” 
as it is sometimes necessary and proper to do. That would have 
resulted in a monotonous repetition after practically every item. 

Instead, we have devoted footnote space exclusively to remarks 
that might enable those at a distance to gain more understanding 
of the subject-matter of the items than could be obtained through 
titles alone, or to quotations from the text. 

In addition, we have thought it most desirable (both for present 
use and permanent bibliographical reference) to print in the cata- 
logue illustrations of the twelve types of publications of which the 
collection is principally composed. The illustrations will be of de- 
cisive help to distant bidders who are competing for the items 
listed, in enabling them to better visualize publications not hereto- 
fore seen or described.

Of this incident the author Bays: “Approaching the 
animal ’s side, the bear-tamer grasped the reins in his left hand, and 
without giving the bear the slightest intimation of his intention, vaulted 
on his back, and wound his free hand in the long hair to maintain his 
seat. The start and look of astonishment that Sampson gave was ludi- 
crous in the extreme.” There were several other bears in the arena at 
the time, and numerous things bogan to happen at once. Type B.

It is a weekly 
magazine in newspaper form devoted to stories, narratives, personal ex- 
periences, adventures, biographies, recitals of pioneer work and other kin- 
dred material relating to American history, manners, customs and condi- 
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tiong. Nothing else like it, or containing a fraction of its vast bulk ft 
like contents, has ever been issued in America. The file was built aj, 
year by year, by the publishing house, as part of its own editorial recork 
and equipment, and was traced and secured by Dr. O’Brien after the 
Beadle firm had ceased to exist. 

It contains 1419 separate issues of 8 pages or more each, or »t »3 
11', 352 pages in all. Each page has 5 wide columns of clear, well-pristrt 
reading matter or illustrations, (no outside advertisements were accepted) 
or 56,760 columns, and each column of text contains about 1800 word* 
The entire collection, therefore, embraces some 100,000,000 words of tea. 

A vast amount of the material existing only in this file should be re- 
printed or made available in permanent and accessible magazine or both 
form. There is not a Western State whose pioneer history and record*, 
as herein contained, would not fill an important volume, and certain of 
them (California and Texas, for instance) are dealt with to an extent that 
would fill numerous volumes. Other individual narratives or feature* ft 
great importance and value, which could be transformed into book* o* 
American history, will be referred to at a later point in this commentary.

The only defects are a very few (perhaps 20 or 30) unimportant 
tears in pages, a few unimportant waterstains in two or three volume*, 
and one binding with back broken. Complete, and probably not existing 
in any library or other institution. 

Although no brief summary can describe the wealth, variety and value 
of the material in this item, some of the features are as follows:

At the top is a largo portrait of Cody. Posters like this were issued by 
the publishing house in advertisement of some of their books, and were 
displayed in the bookstores. Framed and glazed, and in immaculate 
condition. 

314. ILLUSTRATIONS. A collection of about 275 proof im- 
pressions of pictures used in various publications by the house of 
Beadle. Showing stage-coach, Indian, and trapping scenes, bison 
stampedes, cabins, saloons, horsemen, hunters, costumes, etc., etc., 
etc. Each on a white cardboard sheet 9% x 13 inches. Fine con- 
dition. 

These proofs were part of the editorial office flies of the publishing 
house, kept for its own use. Each bears a memorandum showing for 
what it was drawn and used. A few of them also bear further instruc- 
tions to the composing-room regarding the relations of the pictures to 
the headlines and text. They were found and recovered by Dr. O’Brien 
after the firm had ceased to exist. 

315. PORTRAIT. A fine folio photograph, mounted on card- 
board, and showing the original members of the firm of Beadle and 
Adams.

This collection was part of the editorial office records preserved by the- 
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publishers for their own use. It was traced and recovered by Dr. O’Brita 
after the firm had ceased to exist. Among the pictures are portrait! of 
Mayne Beid, Bruin Adams, Aiken, Buffalo Bill, Prentiss Ingraham ini 
Texas Jack. Many of the illustrations were from drawings made by F. 
O. C. Darley, who, however, never signed the work he did for the Beadle 
house. His work is easily recognised by those familiar with his style. 

318. SCRAP BOOK. A large, thick, folio scrap book in which 
are pasted copies of about 1,000 of the western and other illustra- 
tions used by the Beadle firm.

Like the former item, this collection was part of the Beadle editors!

firm). A large number of the illustrations in this book are from druinz* 
made by Darley. 

319. SIGNBOARD. The original wooden signboard used by 
Beadle and Adams when they first started their publishing busi 
ness in New York in 1859, at No. 141 William Street. It is a 
plain, simple board, 9 inches high and 48 inches in length, and coc- 
tains nothing but the painted inscription : * * Beadle and Adams 
in faded gilt on a black background. It was perhaps also used at 
No. 137 William Street, when the firm removed to that location. 

Discovered by Dr. O’Brien in a downtown cellar in a vacant boiidii; 
to which he had traced some broken and abandoned office furniture c! 
the firm, after it had ceased to exist, and where the board had laid fw 
a number of years. The board had evidently been preserved by the Sra 
after it had been supplanted by the sign described in the next item.
